INTRODUCTION 


GENERAL 


During the year under report, 8 copper-plate grants and 294 stone inscriptions 
in all were examined by the Epigraphical Branch. Of these, the copper-plate charters 
are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 170 stone inscriptions collected by 
the members of this Branch. In appendix C are included 124 Arabic and Persian 
Insciptions examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian 
Insciptions. Appendix D contains a list of negatives of the photographs taken during 
this year. 


Dr. K.V. Ramesh, Director (Epigraphy) (since retired as Joint Director General) 
and myself visited Sannati in Gulbarga District, Karnataka and our collection includes 
No. B 92, which is an important inscription of Asoka. I also visited Maharashtra and 
my collection includes No. B 107. Dr. M.D. Sampath, Superintending Epigraphist 
(presently Chief Epigraphist), visited Tamil Nadu and Nos. B 168 and 169 of his 
collection are noteworthy. Late Dr. SP. Tewari, the then Deputy Superintending 
Epigraphist (later Deputy Director, Institute of Archaeology, New Delhi) visited 
Rishikesh and copied an important record (No. B 170) Dr. Venkatesha, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant (since retired as Assistant Superintending Epigraphist), visited 
some places in Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra and Rajasthan. Among the epigraphs 
collected by him Nos. B 94 and 95 are important. Shri D.M. Nagaraju, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant (presently Assistant Superintending Epigraphist), visited parts of 
Karnataka and his collection includes Nos. B 81 and 88 Shri S.Nagarjuna, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant, visited some parts of Andhra Pradesh. His collection includes 
Nos. B 6, 17 and 18. Shri T.S. Ravishankar, Senior Epigraphical Assistant, copied some 
inscriptions from Gujarat. Dr.S. Swaminathan, Senior Epigraphical Assistant visited 
some places in Tamil Nadu. His collection includes Nos. B 142, 146, 147 and 160. 


In examining the estampages of inscriptions noticed in Appendices A and B, 
in the preparation of the Report and making it press-ready, I was assisted by my 
colleagues, Dr. M.D. Sampath, Shri MJ. Sharma, Shri T.S. Ravishankar, Shri N.N. 
Swamy, Dr. C.A. Padmanabha Sastri, Shri D.M. Nagarju, Shri S. Nagarjuna, Dr. S. 
Swaminathan and other members of the technical section. Dr. SS. Iyer, Dr. J. 
Sundaram and Shri SS. Jagirdar have also made some valuable suggestions while 
finalising the report. 


The inscriptions listed in’ Appendix C were examined by the Superintending 
Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, Nagpur. These inscriptions were

copied from various places in Bihar, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Orissa, 
Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal by Shri M.F. Khan, Superintending Epigraphist (since 
retlred), assisted by Shri S.S. Hussain, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (since retired as 
Assistant Superintending Epigraphist) Dr. M.Y. Quddusi and Dr.M.I. Quddusi, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistants (presently, the former working as Assistant Superintending 
Epigraphist and the latter as Superintending Epigraphist), Shri S.S. Khwaja and Shri 
M.A.Siddiqui, Senior Epigraphical Assistants. The list also includes a few previously 
published epigraphs, re-examination of which has been quite useful. 


During the year under review, facilities were provided for research in Indian 
Epigraphy and allied subjects to a number of scholars from various parts of India 
and abroad. 


Important inscriptions of this year’s collections are reviewed below: 
INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


CHALUKYAS OF KALYANA - No. B 81 from Banahalli in Bidar District, 
Karnataka, is in Kannada language and characters. It belongs to the reign of the 
Chalukya king Bhulokamalla (ie. SoméSvara Ш) and is dated in the Bhülokamalla 
year 4, Saumya, Karttika Paurnami, Monday, corresponding to 1129 A.D, October 28, 
Monday. It refers to the genealogy of mahamandalesvara Banaraja of Khandava— 
mandala who served under the king. 


CHOLAS - No. B 156 from Melnettur in Manamadurai Taluk, Ramanathapuram 
District, Tamil Nadu, belongs to the reign of the Chola king Rajendrachola 1. This 
Tamil inscription of the ll^ century A.D. records donation for maintaining a 
perpetual lamp to the deity Tiruvalangad—udaiya—nayanar at Melnettur alias 
Solachülamaninallür in Karungudi-nadu in Uttamasdla—valanadu, a sub-division of 
Rajaraja-mandalam. It is well-known that the Pandya country came under the 
hegemony of the Cholas even prior to Rajéndrachdla L who had appointed his 
princes as viceroys of the conquered Pandi-mandalam. 


KAKATIYAS - No. B 7 from Medavaram in Devarakonda Taluk, Nalgonda 
District, Andhra Pradesh, engraved on a slab set up in a field outside the village is 
dated Saka 1226, Krodhi, Magha $u.7, Wednesday corresponding to 1304 A.D, January 
7. This inscription records the gift of land to Svayambhi Somanathadéva of Medavaram 
by Mummadi Devaraju who belonged to Karikala—varnsa and Ka$yapa-gotra. The 
gift was made for the prosperity of mahasamanta Chenruku Immadi Bolaya-reddi, 
while the Kakatiya king Rudradéva was ruling over the the country. The Cheruku 
chiefs served under the Kakatiyas as their generals. Their achievements and early 
genealogy are described in the inscriptions from Jalalpuram, Nalgonda District 
(Telengana Inscriptions, pt. I, Nos. 5 and 7) The chief, Bolaya-reddi is probably 
identical with Prolaya-reddi, son of Cheruku Immadi Devaya who served the 
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Kakatiya king Prataparudra between 1304 and 1321 A.D. (cf. A.R.E p., 1961-62, p. 23). 


No. B 17 from Palivela in Nalgonda Taluk and District is dated in Saka 1226, 
Krodhi, Chaitra šu. 5, Thursday corresponding to 1304 A.D, March 12. It refers to the 
rule of king Prataparudradeva (1289-1323 A.D.) and records the gift of land along 
with income from taxes by Chakragala Vallabhayyalemka, the ubhayananadesi- 
pekkandru and the Srivaishnavas to god Chennakésava—perumal at Palavera. It also 
records the gift of income derived from arecanuts (porikalu) and betel leaves. The 
place Palavera is identical with Palivela in Nalgonda District. 


No. B 5 from Kandukuru in Devarakonda Taluk, Nalgonda District, is dated 
in Saka 1238 (mistake for 1236) (1314. A.D.) and refers to the rule of Kakatiya king 
Prataparudradeva (cf. Sasana Samputi by BN. Sastry, pp. 262-64 ff.) It records the 
gift of taxes, from various communities (Gollavaru, Komativaru, Kummarisale, etc.), 
with permission of ashtadasa-prajas and karanams of Kandukuru for maintaining 
the worship and offerings to the god Somanathadeva. Also records the gift of lands 
irrigeted by Kandukiru lake on the back side of Rudrasamudram which are said to 
have yielded crops twice in a year (irubaru) It is well-known that during the 
Kakatiya period, besides samaya, the term ashtadaSa—praja figures іп the records 
denoting a- governing body. The ‘eighteen sects of people’ is a larger body which 
seems to have comprised the different professional groups of the society. Very 
frequently society is stated to be represented by these eighteen sects. This record 
gives an idea of the social structure that prevailed during the Kakatiya period. 


KANDURI CHODAS - A number of inscriptions belonging to the Telugu- 
Choda chiefs of the Kandüru branch have been copied from various places in 
Devarakonda and Nalgonda Taluks of Nalgonda District, Andhra Pradesh. The earliest 
of these records is from Koppolu (No. B 6). Dated in the Chalukya-Vikrama year 17, 
Amgirasa, Uttarayana-samkranti (1092-93 A.D.) it refers to the reign of the Telugu- 
Choda chief Tondaya-Chola-maharaja of the Kanduri family. It registers the gift of 
land in the village Jalapattu for the upkeep of the lake at Kroproli and for the 
maintenance of Rudreévaradevara-satra, on the occasion of Uttarayana-sankranti by 
the above chief. 


The Telugu-Choda chiefs of the Kanduru family are known to have served 
the Chalukyas of Kalyana and later the Kakatryas, as feudatories. It is interesting 
to note that this chief was governing the Kollipake-7000 division. This he might 
have received from the Chalukya ruler as a reward for his services. Our record does 
not refer to the area of his rule. The present inscription introduces the chief 
Tondaya-Choda, with the epithets like samadhigata—pancha—mahasabda, 
mahamandalésvara, sur ya-vari$odbhava-kulatilaka, etc. He is stated to have belonged 
to Kasyapa-gotra and Karikal-anvaya. This is followed by the details of date viz, 
Chalukya-Vikrama year (the exact year is not given), Angirasa and Uttaràyana- 
samkranti. This pragasti of the chief is comparable with that found in one of his 
records from Kolanupaka, Bhuvanagiri Taluk, Nalgonda District (Ep. Ind. Vol. XL, 
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pp. 149-50). The cyclic year Angirasa falls in the Chalukya Vikrama year 17, 
corresponding to 1092-93 A.D. This date follows the date of one of the inscriptions 
from Kolanupaka. The two dates of the Kolanupaka records are Chalukya- Vikrama 
years 1, 3 and 16. Two more records of this chief with the dates Chaluk ya-Vikrama 
year 12, Parabhava and year 16, Prajapati are also available from Kolanupaka 
inscriptions. Thus in all we have five records of this chief with their dates ranging 
from the Chalukya-Vikrama years 12-17 (1088-1092, 93 A.D.). 


The next in date is a record from Vallala (No. B 20). It is dated Saka 1020 
(the Saka date being furnished in chronogram). It gives a lengthy genealogy of the 
chiefs of this family beginning with Bhima-Choda, the lord of Panugallu. Malla, the 
chief mentioned in our record belonged to this line and had three wives He Was 
the grandson of Tondaya and son of Bhima II, who obtained Kanduru-nadu as a fief 
from the Chalukya emperor Vikramaditya VI (c f. Ep.Andh. Vol. IV, pp. 55 ff). He 
is stated to have granted the village Ollala as an agrahara to the minister Appanarya, 
son of Annaparya for the rafiga—bhdga of the deity Ke$avadeva consecrated by him. 
It states that a Vaishnava temple embellished with Sala-gopuras and $ala-bhafijikas 
was constructed in this village. 


The next chief referred to in the years collection from Nalgonda area is 
mahamandalesvara Kamdiri Udayana—Choda—maharaju who figures as a subordinate 
of Chalukya Jagadékamalla in the inscription from Parada (No. B 18). It is dated in 
the Jagadekamalla's year 7, Raktakshi, Paushya ba. 15, Sunday. It records the grant 
of land in the sub-division Chōdalēta-70 to the east of the division Badanu-1000 
made over by the chief to Karana Brahmadéva. This K arana also figures in another 
record from Parada (No. B 19) as a subordinate of Udayana-Choda. In this 
inscription the Karana is stated to have constructed a lake at Mallasamudram to the 
east of Paramda for the merit of Mallaparaju. The inscription records the gift of 
several vrittis of land, on the occasion of a solar-eclipse, for the food—offerings and 
worship to various deities (names given). 


The details of date of the record No. B 18, Jagadekamalla's 7th year, 
Raktakshi, Uttarayana-samkrànti, Pausha ba. 15, seem to correspond to 1144 A.D, 
December 25. This Chalukya king ascended the throne in 1138-39 A.D. as is evident 
from an inscription from Raybag in Belgaum District (Dyn. Kan. District, рр. 457 ff. 
No. 2). His 7th year would naturally fall in 1144 AD. The chief Udayana-Choda 
of the record under review was different from his namesake figuring in one of the 
inscriptions from Chalapalli in Nalgonda Taluk and District, dated Saka 1129 (1206 
A.D. because of the long gap between the two records. 


Nos. B 9 and 3 are respectively from Padamatipalli and Idarnpalli in Devarakonda 
Taluk, Nalgonda District, Andhra Pradesh. Both are dated in the Saka year 1157, 
Manmatha. The first record is dated in Chaitra £u. l, Thursday corresponding to 1235 
A.D, March 22 while the second inscription is dated Bhadrapada ba. П, sunday, 
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corresponding to 1235 A.D., September 9. The first one records the gift of a betel- 
leaf garden to god Mallikarjunadeva of Sriparvatam by mahamandalesvara Kamduri 
Bhimadéva—Choda—maharaju. Bhimadeva-Choda-maharaju who bears the epithets 
mahamandalesvara, samadhigata-pafichamahasabda, vira-Mahes$vara and Kodur- 
puravaradhisvara is stated to have belonged to the Surya-vaméa, Ka$yapa-gotra and 
Karikal-anvaya. This Bhimadéva is evidently identical with Bhimadeva-Choda- 
maharaju of the Mallepalli inscription dated in Saka 1157, Jaya, Karttika ba. 10, 
Thursday, corresponding to 1234 A.D, November 17 (A.R.Ep, 1976-77, No. B 32) on 
account of the common titles figuring in both the records. The chief Udayadityadeva— 
Choda—maharaju figuring in Idampalli record, succeeded Bhimadeva probably between 
March and September in the year 1235 A.D. 


PANDYAS - No. B 142 from Melnettür in Ramanathapuram district belongs 
to the reign period of Pandya Kulasekhara and is dated in his 3+3 year. It states that 
Kuditangi Maditungan alias Seliyasingadevan donated several pieces of land in 
several villages for the worship and food-offerings to the diety Tiruvalangadu- 
udaiya-nayanar at Melnettur in Karungudi-nadu in Madurodaya-valanadu in Pandi- 
mandalam. This Seliyasingadévan was probably a chief under Jatavarman 
Kulaéékhara I (acc. 1190 A.D). Three years later, in a record dated in the reign of 
the same king, the chief is stated to have granted the village Kilavaneri alias 
Karpaganidimangalam in Karungudi-nadu in order to meet the expenses connected 
with tiruppalli-elchchi service in this temple (No. B 143). The exemption of tax levy 
was made on the ftiruvidaiyattam lands by this chief. He further made munificent 
gifts by including the karanmai right over the lands purchased to benefit the temple 
to provide food offerings on the occasion of the king’s asterism (No. B 145). 


During the reign of Maravaraman Sundara Pandya I, the successor of 
Jatavarman Kulasékhara I, Gangainarayana-chakravartti, another chieftain wielded 
great power and was carrying out all donations. In the 8th regnal year of the king, 
this chieftain is stated to have granted lands to Savarna Tillainayaga—perumal and 
Savarna—Purandarar of Manalur in Anda-nadu. The donees in lieu of these lands 
agreed to measure five kalam of paddy per ma and a quarter kasu to the deity, 
obviously for conducting some worship in the above temple (No. B 159). In another 
inscription (No. B 148), the king issued an order to two persons on the supplication 
made by this chief. These two donees recieved lands and houses in Kilnettur, 
Mattaikkuruchchi, Munaivenri, Tondaiyur, etc., in the 13th regnal year of the king. 
They were directed to remit the kadamai tax due on these lands attached to the 
temple of Tiruvalangadudaiyar from the 16+1 regnal year of the king after appropriating 
other proceeds from the lands to themselves. This order was also duly conveyed to 
the nattar of Karungudi-nadu. The above inscriptions reveal the part played by the 
local chieftains in the internal adminstration. The king who was ruling on the date 
of these records may be identified with Marvarman Sundarapandya I (acc. 1216 A.D.). 
Another important aspect of these inscriptions is that they contain the colloquial 
expressions, which are somewhat unusual to the period to which they belong. The 
usages are, kilakku for kilakku, sekku for saikku, kilellai for kilellai, nila for nilam, etc. 
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No. B 96 belonging to the reign of Pandya king Maravarman 
Sundarapandya I records the royal order addressed to the dévakanmis and Sivabrahmanas 
of the temple of Tiruvalangad-udaiya-nàyanar, donating lands at Nettür, 
Chandra$ekharanallur, Tiruvengadam and Naganimangalam as devadana-iraiyili in 
order to provide for the worship and offerings to the goddess Durgai. Lands were 
also granted at Ilankiranallur as Ggama-—vritti and to train the young students as well 
as to recite Rupavatara and Kavyanataka in the temple. Provision was also made for 
the maintenance of a person to recite Tirumurai. The record is interesting from the 
point of view of education system that prevailed during the Pandya period. Another 
record (No. B 150) dated in his 6th year (1222 A.D) states that he issued an order 
to the tanattar of Tiruvalangad—udaiya-nayanar temple at Melainettür. It conferred 
the karanmai rights over the lands at Ayür-Perungulam on a certain Kalaisaiya 
Narayana-bhattan of Parakramapandya-chchaturvedimangalam in order to provide 
food offerings to the deity on the occassion of the natal star of the king, Avittam 
in the month of Arppasi. The right on lands was given after cancelling the rights 
of the previous owners and tenants The lands were also made free of taxes such 
as kadamai, antarayam, kariyavaratchi, korrilakkai, etc. It was stipulated that the 
donee should measure out five kalam of paddy and also pay 1/8 achchu to the deity 
per year if there was no difficulty in irrigating the lands. If the water was to be 
baled out or there was a failure of crops then the donee was required to remit 1/8 
achchu only. It is worth noticing here that the state was responsive and realistic to 
the needs of the people and did not believe in the policy of extortion during the 
difficult times when there was a failure of crops. 


Sayalkudi in the Mudukulattur Taluk in Ramanathapuram District has yielded 
an important record (NoB 160) dated in the 2+10th year of Pandya king Sadaiya 
Maran. It records the gift of 15 sheep for maintaining a perpetual lamp to the deity 
at Sagilkudi, a brahmadéya in Olokachintamani-valanadu, for the merit of 
Olokachintamani—Peraraiyan—bhataran. This record, in all probability, can be assigned 
to the Pandya ruler, Sadaiya Maran also called Ràjasimha III, the donor of the bigger 
Sinnamanur plates. The donor was perhaps named after the place he hailed from. It 
may not be incorrect to suggest that the name Olokachintamani might have been the 
surname or a title of one of the Pandya kings, probably Ràjasimha III himself. The 
place Sagilkudi is the same as the present Sayalkudi in Mudukulattur Taluk, 
Ramanathapuram District. 


VIJAYANAGARA - No. B 132 from Кайсһіригат in Chingleput District, 
Tamil Nadu is engraved on the adhishthana of the Sabhanayaka shrine in the 
Ekambaranatha temple. It records the gift of the village Kadambur-Urattur in order 
to meet the expenses of various rituals to be performed to the deity Tiruvegambam- 
udaiya-nayanar at the mandapa newly constructed by Tikkana-nayakkar for the 
merit of Nagama-nayakkar. The mahajanas agreed to measure out ghee for performing 
the bathing ceremony, also called tirutula-abhisheka on the day of Tiruvadirai. 
Probably this tirutula-abhisheka denotes the pouring of ghee with the help of leaves 
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(vilva patra). The Nayakars served as chieftains of the Vi jayanagara rulers. After the 
decline of the Vijayanagara rule, they established their power and thus the temple 
must have been patronized by them. 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


Only important Arabic and Persian Inscriptions noticed in the Appendix C 
are reviewed below: 


During the year, prominently the Mughals and the provincial and regional 
dynasties like the Bahmanis, the ‘Adil Shahis, Sultans of Bengal, Sultans of Malwa, 
Sindhiyas of Gwalior and Ex-Gond Rajas of Nagpur find their representation. 


MUGHALS - The list contains several records of the Mughals, the earliest 
being that of Humayun, No. C 49, from Kutwar in Morena District of Madhya 
Pradesh. It is a new record, stating that a mosque was constructed in A.H.937 (1531 
A.D.) during the reign of the said emperor. But the inscription omits the builder's 
name. The existence of this record at this most ancient place formerly called 
Kuntalpuri, an ancient capital of Gwalior region (A.Cunningham, Archaeological 
Survey of India Report, Vol. П, Reprint, N.Delhi, 1972, pp. 397-99), tends to suggest 
that Kutwar had been an important centre under Humayun. 


There is no inscription in the collection belonging to either Akbar or Jahangir. 
While No. C 88 from Qasba Salimpur in Deoria District of Uttar Pradesh, representing 
Snah Jahan, assigns the construction of a sarai, a mosque and a well to a Khudà Quli 
іп А.Н. 1065 (1654—55 A.D.). As a matter of fact, under Shah Jahan, one [lah or Allah 
Quli Khan, son of Yalingtosh, finds mention in the contemporary sources. He held 
the mansab of 1,000 during the 14th regnal year (1640-41 A.D.) of the emperor. In 
the 20th regnal year (1646-47 A.D), he received the title of ‘Khar’. In AH. 1062 
(1651—52 A.D), he was elevated to the rank of 2500/1500 and appointed Sibahdar of 
Bihar (M. Athar Ali, The Apparatus of Empire, Delhi, 1985, pp. 175, 180, 182, 210, 216, 
227, 233, 238, 267, 305, 326; Tazkiratul Umara of Kewal Ram, Eng. tr, S.M.Azizud- 
Din Husain, N.Delhi, 1985, p. 23). As the inscription under study has been copied from 
Qasba Salimpur in proximity to Bihar, it is quite possible that he was the same 
nobleman, though with a minor variation in his name as Khuda Quli in the 
inscription. 


From Narsinghpur-Pipli in Puri District of Orissa, comes a record, No. C 85, 
according to which a mosque in Pipli was constructed during the reign of Aurangzeb 
in А.Н. 1085 (1674 A.D.) by ‘Abdul ‘Aziz, son of ‘Abdul Karim, son of Mirza Ansari. 
The builder, his father and grandfather, referred to in the inscription, could not be 
identified. The inscription spells out the name of the village as Pipli where the 
construction of the mosque took place. From this epigraph, it is evident that the 
present name Narsinghpur—Pipli was known by the name of Pipli only. 
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An inscription, No. C 47, has been copied from Chanderi in Guna District, 
Madhya Pradesh, stating that Hamidud—Din, a saintly person, constructed his tomb in 
his lifetime during the reign of Muhiyiu'd-Din Badshah ie. Aurangzeb in .A.H. 1094 
(1682-83 A.D.). It may be noted that from the same place certain inscriptions copied 
in the sixties, provide additional information about the family of Hamidu'd-Din, 
saying that he was the son of Shaikh Firuz, a descendant of Qutbul Aqtab Shaikh 
Sulaiman and ‘Араа (А.А.Ер., 1969-70, Appendix D, Nos. 101-02). Thus, the builder 
Hamidu'd-Din belonged to a very high spiritual family that had settled at Chandéri. 


No. C 35 from Kuknur in Raichur District, Karnataka, is a new and 
historically important inscription, saying that during the reign of Aurangzeb and in 
the time of Sher Khan, the faujdar of Kadak (Le. Gadag) a mosque was built by 
the latters brother named ‘Abdur Rasul, in the 40th regnal year, A.H. 1108 (1696 A.D). 
Sher Khan had been appointed faujdar of Gadag in the 36th regnal year of 
Aurangzeb (Athar Ali, The Mughal Nobility under Aurangzeb, New York, 1966, pp. 
87-88). Thus, the epigraph under study is quite important to show us Sher Khan’s 
continuation on the same post in the 40th regnal year of Aurangzeb. It was during 
the later part of Aurangzeb’s rule, that the faujdar of Gadag got the title of Sher 
Khan. During the 49th regnal year, he was appointed elsewhere in the Deccan 
alongwith Ghaziu’d—Din Khan Bahadur in order to deal with the Marathas (Tazkiratul 
Umara of Kewal Ram, pp. 98-99). Kuknūr from where the inscription has been 
copied, seems to have been a place of importance under Aurangzeb. Therefore, the 
epigraph is important for regional history. 


Among the later Mughals, No. C 86 from Pipli in Puri District of Orissa, 
representing Muhammad Shah, recounts that in his 16th regnal year (A.H. 1147/1734 
A.D.), a lofty threshold ie. a tomb was built during the governorship of Nawwab 
Muhammad Taqi Khan, under the guidance of Shaikh Fathullah, son of Shaikh 
Fasihullah, the native of Unam (ie. Unnao) in the Sarkar of Lucknow in the Subah 
of Awadh ie. Oudh. 


Nawwab Muhammad Taqi Khan was the son of Nawwab Shuja‘ud—Din Khan 
(1727-39 A.D). When the latter became the Nawwab of Bengal and Orissa, he 
appointed Taqi Khan as his deputy in Orissa. All the time, Shuja'udd-Din Khan 
remained at Murshidabad in Bengal and towards the later part of his rule, he was 
addicted to luxury and profligacy. As a result, Taqi Khan became quite dominant in 
Orissa without any interference from Murshidabad and seems to have assumed full- 
fledged power of a governor as the words dar hangam-i-subahdari (ie. during the 
governorship) in the inscription under review suggest He was a shrewd diplomat but 
earned much notoreity in his administration. He had been a great builder of 
monuments also (B. C. Ray, Orissa under the Mughals, Calcutta, 1981, pp. 61-66; Dr. 
M. A. Haque, Muslim Administration in Orissa, Calcutta, 1980, pp. 180-86). He died in 
A.H. 1147/1734 A.D. and lies buried at Qadam Rasul in Cuttack (AREp, 1953-54, 
Appendix C, No. 118). Perhaps the tomb referred to in the inscription was the last 
monument, built at his. order. 
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As regards Shaikh Fathullah, son of Shaikh Fasihullah, under whose care, the 
construction work of the tomb was carried out, no reference is available in the 
sources at our disposal. He was probably a government official, posted at Pipli. He 
is further referred to as the resident of Unam (ie. Unnao), now a district place in 
Uttar Pradesh. 


No. C 108, belonging to Ahamd Shah’s time, has been copied from Derapur 
in Kanpur District, Uttar Pradesh. It assigns the construction of a mosque to ‘Azmat 
Khan in the first regnal year, A.H. 1161 (1748 А.Р.). 'Azmat Khan, the builder, is not 
known in the available historical works. 


SULTANS OF MALWA - Among the provincial dynasties, the Sultàns of 
Malwa are represented by a solitary record, No. C 48, from Chanderi in Guna 
District of Madhya Pradesh. It records the death of a nobleman Malik Mulukish- 
Sharq Malik'Ala'ul Mulk, son of Ahmad, the great minister of Sultan Ghiyathu'd- 
Dunya wa'd-Din, son of Mahmud Shah Khalji. Unfortunately, the epigraph does not 
contain the year of the death of that grandee who flourished under Ghiyath Shah 
Khalji (1469-1500 A.D.) 


BAHMANIS - Likewise, the Bahmanis of the Deccan are represented by a 
solitary record, No. C 57, from Chandgad in Kolhapur District of Maharashtra. It 
records the construction of a mosque by ‘Adil Khan Ghazi in А.Н. 907 (1501-02 A.D. 
during the reign of Abul Muzaffar Mahmud Shah Ваһтапт. ‘Adil Khan Ghazi (later 
known as Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah) had carved out his independent kingdom of Bijapur 
in 1490 A.D. Even after his secession from the Bahmani Kingdom, he continued to 
show his allegiance to the Bahmani rulers which is quite apparent from this epigraph. 


‘ADIL SHAHIS - The ‘Adil Shahis of Bijapur find their representation in an 
epigraph, No. C 64, from Male in Kolhapur District, Maharashtra. It refers to the 
name of the king but unfortunately does not record the date. It speaks about the 
construction of a mosque during the reign of ‘Ali ‘Adil Shah by ‘Abdul Latif, son 
of Shaikh Muhammad, an humble servant of the court. The epigraph does not 
specify the post ‘Abdul Latif held in the ‘Adil Shahi administration. Nevertheless, 
it is evident that he had been posted in and around Male in certain official capacity. 


SULTANS OF BENGAL - The Sultans of Bengal are represented by a 
couple of records, Nos. C 101 and 121. Both the epigraphs belong to Husain Shah. No. 
C 121, a fine specimen of Naskh in Tughra calligraphy, fixed at the facade of a 
mosque at Qasba Mahso in West Dinajpur District of West Bengal, assigns the 
construction of a mosque to Rukn Khan (son of) 'Alaud-Din in A.H. 906 (1500-01 
A.D. during the reign of Sayyid Shah al-Khan Abul Muzaffar Husain Shah as 
Sultan. 

Rukn Khan, referred to in the inscription, hailed from Sylhet in Birbhum 
District and was the administrative head of the well-known city of Muzaffarabad, 
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commander of the army and chief officer of Police at Firuzabad. He was the hero 
of the campaign for the subjugation of Kamrup, Kamta, Jajnagar and Orissa. 
Inscriptions from Tribeni and Debikot also mention his name, suggesting his interest 
in building activities (Shamsud Din Ahmad, /nscriptions of Bengal, Vol. IV, Dacca, 
1960, pp. 25-26, 190-91; Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal (JASB), Vol. XXXIX, 
1870, p. 295; JASB, Vol. XLI, 1872, pp. 102-07). 


No. C 101 from Gorakhpur, a district headquarters in Uttar Pradesh, written 
in Arabic and executed in fine Naskh in Tughra characters, records the construction 
of a mosque during the reign of Abul Muzaffar Husain Shah in А.Н. 920 (1514—15 
A.D.) The epigraph does not provide the name of the builder. It may be also added 
that the inscription is not in situ and was brought from elsewhere to the present 
provenance. 


Ex-GOND RAJÀS OF NAGPUR - The Ex-Gond Rājās of Nāgpūr find their 
representation in the epigraph No. C 72 from Nagpur, a district headquarters in 
Maharashtra. It refers to the death of Raja Burhan Shah in 1796 A.D. He was the 
last ruler of the Gond kingdom who came to power in 1738 but the internal 
dissension led to his fall after a decade in 1748 A.D. when Raghuji Bhosle, a Maratha 
chief of Nagpur capitalized upon the opportunity and extinguished the Gond 
kingdom. Thus, Burhan Shah was rendered a pensioner (Maharashtra State Gazetteers, 
Nagpur District, Bombay, 1966, p. 67). 


SINDHYAS OF GWALIOR - The last provincial dynasty in the present 
group is that of the Sindhyas of Gwalior. According to No. C 50 from Karahal in 
Morena District of Madhya Pradesh, repairs to a well, situated in the Garhi of Qasba 
Karahal, were carried out during the time of Jangu Rao Sindhya in A.H. 1232 (1816- 
17 A.D). The epigraph also records the name of the local saint Hadrat Ni'matu'llah 
Mir and other officials and artisans viz, Srimant Raja Krishn, Babu Rao Jiu, Bahadur 
Khan Jama‘dar and Sitaram. This piece of information as contained in the record, is 
important for regional history. It indicates that the well had been attached to the 
saint’s tomb, showing thereby Jangu Rao Sindhya’s reverence for the saint. 


MISCELLANEOUS - Among the miscellaneous epigraphs, No. C 2 from 
Amjhar Sharif in Aurangabad District, Bihar, is a new epitaph, recording the death 
of a saintly figure Sayyid Shah Abul Ма“ аһ alias Shah Bhikh in A.H. 1091 (1681 А.О). 
No further details about the deceased are known from the sources available here. 


No. C 4 from Koath in Rohtas District, Bihar, provides information regarding 
the death of Nawwab Sayyid Nurul Hasan Khan Sahib Husaini Wasti Bilgrami in 
A.H. 1209 (1794 A.D.) It also records the name of the composer and engraver of the 
text, as Ahsan. Originally, the Nawwab or his family hailed from Bilgram (in Hardoi 
District, Uttar Pradesh), and later migrated to Koath for settlement. No. C 5, an 
epitaph, again from the same place, belonging to the same family, points to the last 
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resting-place of Khairat Fatima alias ‘Abida Bibi, daughter of late Nawwab Sayyid 
Nurul Hasan Khan Bilgrami and wife of late Sayyid Ale Husain Khan. 


Among the miscellaneous records of Karnataka, No. C 37 from Sira in 
Tumkur District, refers to the demise of Sayyid ‘Umar, son of Muhammad Ilahdad 
in A.H. 904 (1499 A.D.). Unfortunately, the deceased could not be identified. Another 
inscription, No. C 43, from the same place speaks about the erection of a mosque 
called Mas jid-i-Shaikh Farid in A.H. 1108 (1696-97 A.D.) The builder Shaikh Farid 
may be identified with Farid Khan, brother of ‘Alam Khan Deccani. He held the 
rank of 2,000, enjoying the title of Khan. Following the death of Aurangzeb, Farid 
stood by A'zam Shah in the fratricidal war and got further promotion. He died in 
harness in the battle of Akbarabad (Tazkiratul Umara of Kewal Ram, p. 13). 


No. С 16 from Kolar, a district headquarters, dated А.Н. 1200 (1785-86 A.D.) 
records the construction of an inn called Farkhunda Sara by Muhammad 'Uthman, 
while No. C 17 from the same place, assigns the construction of another sarai to one 
Ishaque in A.H. 1216 (1801-02 A.D.) One more inscription, No. C 25 from Mulbagal 
in the same district, recounts the erection of Sara--H ydari in A.H. 1220 (1805-06 
A.D.) by Ishaque, referred to above. The builder Muhammad Ishaque, who had a 
great credit for the work of public utility, passed away in A.H. 1220 (1805-06 A.D.) 
as evidenced by an epitaph, No. C 18, on his grave at Kolar. These inscriptions, thus, 
constitute primary source material for regional history. The builders, referred to in 
the epigraphs, seem to have been under the service of the Sultans of Mysore. 


In Raichur District from Hanamsagar comes the record, No. C 26, saying that 
the tomb of Shah Abul Hasan, a pious person, was erected in A.H. 1234 (1818-19 A.D.) 
following his death at Hanamsagar. 


In Madhya Pradesh, a damaged record, No. C 45 from Chanderi in Guna 
District, speaks about the death of Bibi (name lost) in A.H. 804 (1401 A.D.) Another 
inscription, No. C 44, from the same place, refers to the demise of Malik Hamza 
Baig in А.Н. 895 (1490 A.D.), who appears to have been an important official under 
the Malwa Sultans. 


From Biladhana in Vidisha District, is a badly damaged bilingual inscription, 
No. C 51, referring to the excavation of a well in the Fasli year 1261, corresponding 
to A.H. (1271)/1854—55 A.D, at the cost of Rupees 1212 and eight annas. The builder's 
name is unfortunately lost. 


A congnizable number of miscellaneous records come from Maharashtra. No. 
C 65 from Panhala in Kolhapur District, is a new record, speaking about the death 
of Haji Mannan in A.H. 920 (1514-15 A.D.) 


No. C 76 from Supa in Pune District, refers to the erection of the tomb of 
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a pious person Mansur by name, through the efforts of one Latif Shah in A.H. 1108 
(1696-97 A.D... Further, the builder is shown as one of the descendants of the saint. 


No. C 52 from Ashti in Beed District, recounts that the boundary walls of the 
tomb of Shah Fattah Bukhari were built with the efforts of Shah ‘Inayat in  Fasli 
year 1182 (1772-73 A.D.). The builder was also a poet who composed the metrical text 
of this record. Details are lacking about the saint in the available hagiological works 
here. But the builder Shah ‘Inayat was one of the devoted followers of the saint, as 
inferred from the inscription. 


No. C 74 from Nagpur, a district place, provides interesting pieces of 
information about the construction of a Naqqar Khana (ie. drum-house) at the 
behest of Ràja Sulaiman Shah Bahadur, under the supervision of Hasan Khan. The 
work commenced in А.Н. 1291 and completed in A.H. 1292 corresponding to Fasli 
year 1284 (1874 A.D). The Naqqar Khana was completed in four months’ time, 
bearing the expenses seven thousand, two hundred and fifteen rupees. The text was 
composed by a poet, pen-named Shuhrat. Thus, the epigraph is quite important for 
the local history of Nagpur, so also for its architectural history. 


Among the miscellaneous records of Orissa, No. C 84 from Bhubneswar in 
Puri District (originally from Vidyadharpur near Cuttack) is a bilingual inscription 
deposited in a museum, referring to the construction of a pucca well at the instance 
of Muhammad Taqi Mashhadi (ie. of Mashhad in Iran), the Jagirdar of Fargana 
Kodinda, in the Shuhur year 1001, A.H. 1008 (1599 A.D.) for public utility. The well 
had been dug at Vidyadharpur on the side of the old Jagannath road for the use of 
pilgrims who thronged in large numbers at Puri during the Rath-Jatra (Car-festival) 
(Dr.M.A. Haque, op. cit, p. 242). The record is quite important as it provides the name 
of the jagirdar of Kodinda during Akbar’s reign, setting an example of religious 
toleration and communal harmony as the counter-text in Proto-Oriya would have us 
believe. 


No. C 82 from Semalpada in Cuttack District, provides information that a 
mosque was erected by a person named Maqsud Ufaqi in A.H. 1258 (1842-43 A.D.) 
and the text having been composed by Hasan “АП. 


In Uttar Pradesh, among the miscellaneous epigraphs, No. C 94 from Haswa 
in Fatehpur District, is a new discovery, saying that a mosque was built in A.H. 943 
(1536-37 A.D) by ‘Abdu’l Hadi for the merit of ‘Abdu’l Bari in the next world. 
Abdul Bari was probably the father of the builder. 


From Gorakhpur, a district headquarters, comes the record, No. C 99, assigning 
the erection of a mosque to Khwaja Idrak in the year A.H. 1044 (1634-35 A.D.) 


From Fatehpur, the district headquarters, comes the record No. C 91, speaking 
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about the construction of a mosque by one Husain Bakhsh Khan in. A.H. 1195 (1780— 
81 A.D.). 


In Kanpur District from Derapur is the epigraph, No. C 107, that refers to the 
construction of a mosque іп A.H. 1253 (1837-38 A.D.) by Mir Aman “АП. 


In Jalaun District, Kalpi provides the inscription, No. C 106, referring to the 
erection of а Ka'ba-like mosque by Afdal Muhammad in A.H. 1261 (1845 A.D.). 


An ‘Idgah was constructed in А.Н. 1272 (1856 A.D.) at Lar in Deoria District 
us evidenced by an epigraph No. C 88. The record is silent about the builder’s name. 
No. C 97 from Haswa in Fatehpur District, provides information about the renovation 
of a mosque in A.H. 1359 (1940-41 A.D.). It further hints at the fact that the mosque 
had originally been constructed in A.H. 650 (1252-53 A.D.) It is to be noted that the 
reference to the earlier date of erection is quite important in order to trace the 
history of Haswa in the light of the epigraph under study. 


Coming to West Bengal, No. C 123 from Qasba Mahso in West Dinajpur 
District, is a fragmentary record, preserving the names of Taqlul Millat Shaikh 
Sulaiman. . . u'd-Din, Rashidu'd-Din, Ishaq and Mir Afàq. Palaeographically, the 
record is datable to the l6th century A.D. 


Another record from the same State is No. C 115, discovered at Chirail in 
West Dinajpur District, speaking about the construction of a mosque by Zinatu’llah 
In A.H. 1303, Bangla San 1292 corresponding to 1885 A.D. It further records the names 
of Muhammad Sadiq Khan of Patna and Muhammad Wahid Karim al-Qadiri as 
inscribers of the text.
